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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The listing of references in the specification is not a proper information disclosure 
statement. 37 CFR 1.98(b) requires a list of all patents, publications, or other 
information submitted for consideration by the Office, and MPEP § 609.04(a) states, 
"the list may not be incorporated into the specification but must be submitted in a 
separate paper." Therefore, unless the references have been cited by the examiner on 
form PTO-892, they have not been considered. 

2. The references cited in the Search Report dated 31 May 2005 have been 
considered, but will not be listed on any patent resulting from this application because 
they were not provided on a separate list in compliance with 37 CFR 1.98(a)(1). In 
order to have the references printed on such resulting patent, a separate listing, 
preferably on a PTO/SB/08A and 08B form, must be filed within the set period for reply 
to this Office action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 
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The claims are generally narrative and indefinite, failing to conform with current 
U.S. practice. They appear to be a literal translation into English from a foreign 
document and are replete with grammatical and idiomatic errors. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over JP 

05-228499A, when considered with the prior art described in applicant's specification 

and claims (e.g. claim 1 indicates that the cells are typical of bioremediation). 

Applicant's disclosed and admitted prior art lacks the treating soil an dcuttings 

contaminated with oil and petroleum by adding calcium oxide and organic conditioners, 

and the letting rest. See the translation of JP05-228499A, where these steps are 

taught. Since those of ordinary skill in the art know of the bioremediation cells, and 

since JP05-228499A lacks disclosure of how the resting is carried out, it would have 

been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to have used 

known bioremediation cells with the process described in JP05-228499A. 

Re claims 2-4: repeating the process would have been obvious, since one of ordinary 

skill in the art would have known that more contaminated soil would need to be treated. 
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With specific regards to claim 7: JP05-228499A discloses "rice bran" which is believed 
to anticipate the claimed rice husk.
